DETAILED ACTION 

The following is in response to the amendment filed May 18, 2006. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not disclose or suggest a method of making a coated paper having a 
coating on at least one side of a paper substrate at coat weight of 2-8 lbs/3300 ft , wherein the 
method includes preparing a coating formulation having a cationic slurry comprising firom about 
42-72% total solids by weight, including about 35-45% by weight alumina pigment, about 
0.5-5% by weight wetting agent, and about 2-15% by weight cationic interfacial modifier. 
Reference is made to parent appUcation 09/71 1,387.
